ALL IN COURT. 

2:28 p. m.—The attorneys have just arrived 
in the court-room and the defendants are be- 
ing brought in. 

2:25 p. m.—The Judge has called the court to 
order. 

THE VERDICT. 

2:30 p. m.—The verdict is as follows: Cough- 
lin, O’Sullivan and Bourk guilty of murder, 
penalty life imprisonment; Kunze three 
years; Beggs not guilty. 

THE VERDICT IN FULL. 

The verdict of the jury is as follows: 

We, the jury, find the defendant, John F. 
Beggs, not guilty. 

We, the jury, find the defendant, John 
Kunze, guilty of manslaughter, as charged in 
the indictment, and fix his punishment at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for a term 
of three years. 

We, the jury, find the defendants Dan 
Coughlin, Patrick O'Sullivan and Martin 
Bourk guilty of murder in the manner and 
form as charged in the indictment and fix the 
penalty at imprisonment in the Penitentiary 
for the term of their natural lives. 


POLLING THE JURY. - 

Mr. Forrest of the defense at once requested 
that the jury be polled, and this was ordered 
by the Court. To each juror the question was 
put by the clerk of the oourt: Was this and is 
this now your verdict?’’ Foreman Clarke was 
the first man to rise and answer firmly in the 
affirmative. The eleven men followed in turn 
and gave the same answer. 

DEMEANOR OF THE DEFENDANTS. 

Simultaneous with the announcemert of 
the verdict Coughlin, O'Sullivan and Bourk 
turned deathly pale, while Kunze started 
suddenly from his seat and a moment later 
dropped his head upon his breast and burst 
into tears. Beggs’ face was luminous with 
joy and immediately after the polling of the 
jury he arose from amid the prisoners, walked 
over to the jury boxand, during the breath- 
less Jull that followed, shook Foreman 
Clarke’s hand heartily and said: 

„Gentlemen, I thank you. Itrust that the 
future may confirm your judgment upon me, 
and that you will never regret that you found 
me not guilty of this terrible charge.’’ 

Ashe shook hands with the jurors each 
man bowed his head in acknowledgment of 
the grateful words of the liberated man. The 
only sound that broke the stillness was the 


deep sobs of the little German, Kunze. He. 


burst out witb: 

„god knows Iam innocent. I never was in 
Lakeview that night.

O’Sullivan was the only one of the other 
three prisoners who found refuge in tears.

The only evidence of the 


terror to de perceived in Coughlin was the 
increased pallor that overspread his face as h 
fully realized the significance of & 
sentence to life imprisonment and his 
lips twitehed nervously during the colloquy 
that followed between the attorneys and court 
relative to the motion fora new trial. Mar- 
tin Bourk was unquestionably the least af- 
fected of all the prisoners. His 
usually florid face took on A 
slight pallor as the verdict was announced, 
but a moment later his jaws began the 
methodical mastication of gum as’ regularly 
as at any previous time during the trial. 
THOUGHT IT A SHAME. 

As the verdict was announced and 
the large audienes contemplated little 
Kunze’s grief, Beggs turned to a reporter and 
said: It is a shame to sentence Kunze. The 
poor little fellow, I think, Is as innocent as I 
am. It is a dd shame to send him to the 
penitentiary for three years. He had no 
more idea of being found gullty than you had 
of being declared an accomplice to this 
crime.’’

WILD RUMORS. 

The morning papers publish all sorts of 
wild rumors concerning the proceedings in 
the Cronin jury-room. One paper professes 
to have learned that the jury bas agreed and 
gives the alleged sentence affixed in 
the case of each of the prisoners. 
Another gives a circumstantial account 
of how Juror Culver is alleged 
to have been knocked down by an exasperated 
member of the jury; how Mr. Culver sent a 
note to Judge MoConnell appealing for pro- 
tection, and bow the latter replied that he 
would have to look out for himself. This last 
statement is manifestly absurd as Judge Mo- 
Connell, in an interview with an Associated 
Press reporter yesterday, dweit upon the fact 
that ee at had the appearance of co- 
ercion would be sufiicient to invalidate the 
verdict even if accepted by the court, and 
that knowledge of the use of any such means 
would jastify him in discharging the jury. 

IN COURT. 

With the approach of 10 o’clock rumors of 
all kinds became more prevalent and the 
same wild air of expectancy prevaded the 
crowd that thronged the court-room. 
Although a verdict was confidently expected 
by the court attendants and audience this 
morning, there — appeared to be no 
more foundation or this expectancy 
than for the hundred other nasty 
conclusions of the last three days. The rumor 
which was most generally accepted was that 
the jury have agreed upon a verdict of death 
tor Coughlin, Bourk and O’S8ullivan; twenty- 
five years imprisonment for Beggs, and four- 
teen years for Kunze. The Sheriff, however, 
insists that all these reports are mere surmises 
without foundation or reliable authenticity. 

STILL OUT. 

Once more the audignce that assembled to 
hear the verdict of the Cronin jury was 
doomed to disappointment. Judge McConnell 
arrived at the court room at about 10 o’clock, 
and at once sent a messenger tothe bailiff in 
charge of the jury-room to inquire whether 
the jury had any communication to make to 
the court. The answer came back promptly 
and tersely that the jury was prépared to 
make no return and had no communication 
whatever to make to the court. Thus all re- 
ports of the jury having agreed upon a ver- 
dict were found to be as utterly groundless as 
the hundreds that bad preceded them. Judge 
McConuell retired from court with the an- 
nouncement that in case the jury should dur- 
ing the day arrive at a conclusion he would 
be in attendance at 2 p. m. to receive any re- 
turn or communication which the jury might 
be prepared to make. It is now utterly im- 
possible that any information of any character 
can be forthcoming from the jury before 2 p. 
m. Rumors of purported verdicts before that 
hour may be regarded as absolutely ;ground- 
less. Noinformation whatever is known be- 
yond the general conclusion that Mr. Culver 
is the dissenting juror. 

ALL WRONG. 

‘*] regret to see, said Judge McConnell to 
the Associated Press representative, that 
the Chicago papers persist in publishing pur- 
ported details of the transactions and situa- 
tion inthe jury room. This is all wrong. 
It misleads the public and mee 
might easily be pernicious in its effect. 
As n matter of fact, of the dozens 
of columns published by the local 
papers on that subject not one sentence re- 
garding the proceedings in the jury-room is 
more than a mere surmise. Some of them 
even report a row among the jurors. Why, 
this is ridiculous. Any attempt to coerce a 
juror would be atonce reported to the court 
and promptly receive the penalty which such

Where Did James Norton Get the 
Spurious Coin Found on 
His Person? 


Questions Now Puzzling the Federal De- 
tectives—Successful Work With Coins of 
Low Denominations— Other Cases of 
Counterfeiting—Making the All-Silver 
Dollar—The Case of James Norton «a 
Confusing One—Strong Suspicions ef a 
Gang in the Case. 


AMES NORTON, who

His manufactures are 

very fair imitations of 

the coins they pretend 

tobe.

Norton was arrested on complaint of J. 
King, saloon-keeper at No. 7 Market street, 
on whom he passed several  half- 
dollars. Mr. King did not recognize the 
coins as counterfeits immediately on 
receiving, nor until he attempted to circulate 
them. Then his attention was called to the 
spurious money and he remembered having 
received the pieces from Norton. 

The arrest was made, as was fully told in 
the SuNDAY PosT-DisPaTCH. When searched 
Norton had on a vest 

IN THE LINING 
of which were numerous pockets, made to 
hold and conceal coins. He had two purses, 
one containing $30 In good money, and the 
other some counterfeit stock. 

The quantity of base money he bad, the 
knowledge thut coins of the same sort had 
been largely circulated in St. Louis and about 
here and the preparations Norton had made 
for carrying and concealing the cojn con- 
vinced the District Attorney that the capture 
was of more than ordinary importance. 

Commissioner Crawford, before whom Nor- 
ton was taken, set the preliminary examina- 
tion for to-day, and in the meantime the Goy- 
ernment officers have been hard at work 
tracing Norton with a view of reaching his 
source of supplies and his confederates. In 
this work they have not been alded 
by their prisoner. He admits that 
he spent a term in Joliet Penitentiary for 
counterfeiting, but refuses allother informa- 
tion regarding himself or his movements.

While the most intelligent of the long ligt of 
persons arres in the past three years for 
uttering imitations of silver coin, Norton is 
not considered bright enough be a manu- 
facturer of cotinterfeits. he ig thought to be 
only the representative of one or more per- 
sons who are engaged in the work of making 
counterfeits of silver coin. 

For many years the brains of the spurious 
money-makers has been devoted to the manu- 
facture of paper money. The coin counter- 
feits have en comparatively few and the 
work of amateurs. There have been sev- 
eral counterfeits of the silver dollar 
that were made by professionals. The 
best of these was a molded all silver dollar 
put out by an Indiana man. He bought silver 
bullion at market price and manufactured in 
molds silver dollars of standard weight and 
fineness. Asthesilverin a dollar is worth 
from 23 to 27 cents less than 

IT WILL PASS CURRENT 
for when stamped officially, the maker had 
a very eure and safe . profit. He 
allowed his mold to become imperfect in its 
lines, and the lack of sharpness which is 
peculiar to the legitimate coin attracted at - 
tention to him with dis strous results. 

The next best counterfeit was issued from a 
place in Central Illinois. The maker had made 
a metal composition which when colned gave 
him 70 per cent profit. He constructed a rude 
press and stamped counterfeits cold from bars 
of composition. This gave a sharp lined coin 
with an almost perfect ring, a good look 
weight but very little light, size correct and 
—when new—a good feel. His composition 
would not hold these characteristics after the 
coins had been stacked much. The lines be- 
come round, the feel greasy and the ring 
tinny. He is spending a term in Joliet.

He was borne out in his statement that Busche 
had to be forcibly detained in his rdaom by Mr. 
Charles James who said positively that he had 
seen Stringer go intothe room while Busche 
was making ready to depart; saw him close 
the door behind him and heard the lock elick. 

Chris Brokate, the St. Louis Meat Inspector, 
also authorized the additional statement from 
him that Kerwin bad stated to him that he 
could fix Senator Richardson for $200 or $300. 

Another most interesting piece of informa- 
tion was secured in regard to Representative 
Yom Holland. Holland, the live stock men 
say, was one of the most bitter enemies of the 
Dill in the Lower House, and when it came 
up he sent up a petition to be réad 
against it. Among the first names on the 
petition were those of Messrs. C. C. Rainwater 
and William Scudder. Only a few names were 
read, the clerk stating there were several 
hundred more. As the names of Messrs. 
Rainwater and Scudder had both been secured 
to a petition in favor of the 
bill the butchers’ representatives 
thought something was wrong, and they 
wired their friends in St. Louis 
to see Messrs. Rainwater and Scudder and 
secure an explanation from them. Mr. Rain- 
water, when seen, said that he had been 
asked to sign the petition against the bill and 
had refused, but on being 2 to sign his 
name one way or another had written aline 
to the effect that he was in favorof the Dill 
and put hie signature under it. He told 
the St. uls butchers that if 
they examined the petition presented by 
Holland they would ascertain that what he 
told them was true. The petition was exam- 
ined after the bill bad been defeated and it 
was found that Mr. Rainwater had signed it 
with a statement that he was in favor of meat 
inspection.

The Tale in Telegrams. 


The telegrams sent from Jefferson City by 
Messrs. Stringer and James, who were at the 
State Capital in the interest of the Dill, tell 
very tersely the state of affairs there the day 
before the measure came upand the day it 
was voted on and killed. Thefirst dispatch 
was sent by James. It was as follows: 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 2, 1889.

Bill set for to-morrow 11 o'clock. 
only fair. Ketchum not hereyet. We have fifteen 
votes; want eighteen. CHARLES JAMES. 

KETCHUM DEAD OR ALIVE. 

The next was sent by Mr. Stringer and it is 
the gem ofthe collection. It is characteristic 
of the sender and in style of expression is 
remarkably strong and forcible. It was writ- 
ten after the suspicion became very strong 
that Ketchum had gone over to the enemy. It 
reads as follows: 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 2, 1889. 


D. M. Palmer, St. Louis: 

Bill reported back. Set for special order 11 
o’clock to-morrow. Send up Ketchum dead or 
alive. Ali O. X. T. STRINGER. 


KERWIN SKIPPED. 

Ketchum was sent up alive, as he permit- 
ted himself to be prevailed upon to make the 
trip without the use bop the stockmen of any 
stronger argumentthan language. It would 
have been better for the bill it he had been 
sent up dead. He voted against their meas- 
ure. But while the Jefferson City 
representatives of the stock yards were tele- 
graphing around for Ketchum dead or alive, 
Dan Kerwin managed to give them the slip, as 
the following teiegram sent next day by Mr. 
Stringer shows: 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3, 1889. 
W. A. Ramsey, St. Louis: 

Dan Kerwin left hereat noon yesterday. Get 
him and put him on 9 o clock train.

KERWIN’S EXCUSE. 


Before departing from Jefferson City Ker- 
win had displayed the following telegram as 
an excuse for his coming to St. Louis just ata 
time when bis vote was needed.

Papa, come home, Mama is sick. ANNIE. 

MR. RAMSEY’S INVESTIGATIONS. 

In the meantime the St. Louis shadows were 
at work investigating Kerwin’s excuse. They 
did not find the Senator in time to persuade 
him to return, but they learned enough to 
satisfy themselves that he had had the tel- 
egrain sent to himself so he could depart from 
Jefferson City gracefully, without appearing 
to be dodging a vote on the bill. Mr. Ramsey 
telegraphed back to Jefferson City:

THE DEATH NOTICE. 

Next came the closing chapter of the great 
fiaht. It was a brief, clear statement that the 
battle had been fought and lost. Tom Stringer 
sent the dispatch and wasted no words in 
breaking the sad news to his friends at home.

MARK D. HANOVER, 


Death of the Well- Known Journalist and 


Atterney.

He practiced his profession in Mississippi for 
some time, and then returning tothe north 


began the study of law at Geneseo, N. Y., in 
the office of Scott Lord, afterward law partner 
of Roscoe Conkling, After being admitted to 
the bar he removed to Cincinnati and 
practiced law. He was the founder 
of the Cincinnati Star. This paper was 
so successful that in a few years it 
purchased its old rival, the Times, and the 
two papers were consolidated under the name 
of Times- Star. Failing health compelled Mr.

The Subscription Books Reissued To- Day 
and the Sub-Committeemen Hard at 
Work — Great “Enthusiasm Developes 
Itself in All Quarters—The Success of the 
Collection Practically Certain.

Moffitt, 
Secretary of the Finance 
Committee of the 
World’s Fair, was

wished to obtain their 
„books, and start out on 
a second collecting tour. 
— Mr. Moffitt had every- 
thing in reu.iness, and before noon over 100 
books had been reissued, and were in active 
circulation. The meeting held at the head- 
quarters of the World’s Fair on Saturday 
night has evidently had a most excellent 
effect upon the citizens, as was proved by the 
manner in which the appeals made by those 
having in charge the subscriptions were met. 
FIRMS THAT HAD ALREADY 
contributed far more than their proper 
quota put down their names for large addi- 
‘tional amounts, while those whose sub- 
scriptions had at first been less than 
was expected of them increased their 
contributions most liberally. Of course only 
asmall portion of the city could be covered 
to-day, but the amounts collect ed in addition 
to the sum already subsacribed give the com- 
mittee every assurance that, if those not yet 
approached do nearly as well as those who 
have already been requested to increase their 
subscriptions, thatthe amount dgreed@ upon 
as necessary to appear before Congress with 
will be very considerably exceeded. A nota- 
bie feature of the collection has been the fact 
that many persons who, when the first request 
for contributions was made declined to sub- 
scribe, are now signing the books for very 
liberal amounts. The reason given for the 
first refusal was in nearly ali cases, that they 
did not believe that St. Louis had 
any chance of securing the Colum- 
bus guadri-centennial, and that they re- 
garded the cash assessment that would be 


required as so much money thrown away. 
Recent developments have, however, con- 
vinced nearly all doubters that it only re- 
uires a proper and enthusiastic support 
rom the citizens to bring the World’s Fair to 
St. Louis, and many who at first were most 
indifferent are now most earnest in their 
support end advocacy of the cause. 
EACH 8UB-COMMITTEEMAN 
is making a list of those engaged in business 
in the line assigned to him, and those who 
decline to respond to the second 
call will be appeaied to by personal 
letters from the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee. It is intended 
to keep a carefully classified list of all contri- 
butors and non-contributors, which will be 
published.

Judging from the experience of other 
international expeditions the receipts have 
been oonstautly growing and the expenses di- 
minishing in each succeeding fair, and this 
not on account of dny diminution in 
the attractions presented, but because of 
added experience in the management. At the 
Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia priv- 
lleges worth several millions were practically 
given away, and if those bad been sold at even 
50 per cent of their value, the accounts of the 
managers would have shown a handsome 
profit instead of a loss. 

A PROFIT ASSURED. 

From information nowin the possession of 
the committee it is believed that the various 

rivileges, such as restaurant, 

It rallroads, rolling chairs, * 
can be sold for at least half the 
guarantee fund. The expenses will littie if at 
all exceed those of the Philadelphia Centen- 
nial, whiie the receipts will be far greater, as 
St. Louis is within easy reach of a much larger 
population than was Philadelphia in 1876. But 
with an attendance no greater it is confi- 
dently asserted that the result would be a 
large surplus, as many sources of legitimate 
profit were overlooked by the managers of 
the centennial. It is a fact not ren 
erally known that a majority of 
World's Fair have yielded a. handsome divi- 
dend, and those why have examined the mat- 
ter most carefuily believe that the comin 
Fair will be directly as well as indirectly prof- 
itable to those who hold stock. This has in- 
duced many to increase their subscriptions, 
and the Finance Committee are confident that 
the second collection will prove a great suc- 
cess.

on the head with an ice pick. Luby’s skull 
was crushed like an egg shell, yet he lived at 
the City Hospital for more thana week after 
the affray. Miller was captured, and a war- 
rant charging him with murder in the second 
degree sworn out. 

About the time Luby died Pat Dofahue, 
who was in charge of the ice cars and had 
seen the whole occurrence, suddenly disap- 
peared.

HAT becomes: of the 
geldings that were 
prominent on the 
trotting turf, after 
they become too old. 
for use, is a question 
that is frequently 
asked and which few 
can answer. Many of 
the faster ones are, 
for a time, easily 
traced, but they soon 
drop out of sight and 
eventually disappear. 
Such is the case of St. 
Julien, 2: IIK. who is 
now passing his de- 
clining years in a com- 
fortable paddock at 
Petulama, Oal., under 
the sky where he first 
showed the bursts of speed that ultimately 
made him king of the turf. Rarus, 2:13%, 
the horse he deposed, stands in his box 
stall in Robert Bonner’s New York stable in 
West Fifty-fifth street awaiting death. For 
three years he has notfelt the pavement be- 
neath his hoofs, and as the champion that 
swept away all records at Buffalo eleven years 
ago turns his head to look at a visitor, a feel- 
ing of sadness passes through those who knew 
him in the morning of his career, and when 
his name supplanted that of Goldsmith Maid 
in the affections of the public. 

With Hopeful, 2:18%, another phase of 
equine life is found. He was in his day as 
celebrated as Rarus or even St. Julien, was a 
magnificent race horse to harness or wagon 
and an ideal trotter. When his racing days 
were over the gaHant little gray began 
to drift about the country, eventually 
pulling up at Sing Sing Prison in New York 
State, where hewas kept and owned by a 
prominent detective. Of late, however, he has 
passed into the hands of a Maryland gentle- 
man who considered it an honor to own the 
trotter that has the fastest heats to wagon 
among his achievements. 

Few, ifany, of the horses campaigned by 
Dan Mace were as popular as Darby, 2:12. 
Darby was agood race horse and trotted twice 
to his record. Ten years ago he defeated Dick 
Swiveller, Hannis and Driver at Utica, mak- 
ing his record in the third heat, and the fol- 
lowing year disposed of Hopeful and Great 
Eastern at Rochester, after the former 
had won two heats in 2:15%, 2:16%. 
The time was very fast, but Darby 
was equal to the emergency. A sold 
age crept onthe brown gelding, he, like 


many another that had been prominent, 
struck a down grade and was sold a little over 
ayear agoin New York for $265. The gray 
gelding, Charley Lord, 2:16%, who is now in 
his 19th year, was more fortunate, as, after 
his eventful track career, during which he 
won thirty-eight races, he was treated likea 
child by Jerry Monroe. Nothing was too 
good for Charley until a few years ago, when 
Monroe sold him to a popular Chicago judge, 
who treats the old champion with the kind- 
ness he deserves, after his struggle for fame 
on all kinds of tracks, from the country fair 
ring to a grand circuit course. 

Many of the old time champion geldings 
have passed away. Dexter, 2:174, was among 
the most prominent to die during the past 
few years. Great Eastern, 2:18, disappeared 
almost as soon as he left ‘the grand circuit 
tracks, while Judge Fullerton, 2:18, had a more 
checkered career after the Hinmpbreys sold 
him. He met bis fate at Boston, where he 
was being exhibited in A clothing store, and 
would have been presented, had he lived, to 
the purchaser that guessed nearest his 
weight. While being exercised, however, 
he fell on a rallroad track and was injured 
so seriously that he was destroyed. Red 
Cloud, 2:88, if still alive is 23 years old, and 
Col. Lewis, 2:18½, isnowl9. Midnight, 218, 
is 17 and still has a great flight of speed, being 
one of John D. Rockefeller’s favorite ‘pair of 
biacks. Of the other old timers that were 
performing in the ’70s, Comee, 2:19%; Lron 

Troubadour 2:19; Cam- 
: are dead, while Deck 
Wright, 2: Bodine, 2:19%; Driver, 
2:19%, and possibly Moose, 2:18%; Thomas 
L. Young, 2:19%; Capt. Emmons, 2:19%, and 
Albemarle, 2:19, are still alive. Many of the 
names are no donbt new to the present gener- 
ation of racegoers, but all of them were stars 
during the heyday of their careers, and not a 
few of them retired with enviable rejuta- 
tions. Time, however, does not respect the 
fast any more than the slow, and eventually 
gathers them all into his embrace.
